TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
legislature prepared to move into 
its final week with almost noth- 
ing of major value to the people of 
Florida on its calendars, but with

ducéd tax collections, greater de- 
linquency and putting the counties 
in the real estate business. 

Only one tax collector, Ernest 
Overstreet of Miami, has indicated 
he favors the measure.
